5.  On  day  of  departure  no  meals  will  be  served  to  visitors 
after  breakfast,  and  they  must  vacate  their  rooms  by  10  a.m. 

6.  On  day  of  departure  visitors  are  requested  to  leave  bed 
linen  and  towels  neatly  folded  on  bed.  They  are  responsible 
to  the  Matron  for  the  return  of  linen  used  by  thera. 

7.  Visits  of  friends  and  relations  are  only  allowed  by 
special  oermission. 

8.  Visitors  must  not  use  washstands  in  bedrooms  during 
the  dav 

9.  No  child  is  allowed  to  sleep  in  its  mother's  bed. 

10.  If  medica^  attendance,  dental  treatment,  or  medicine 
is  required,  the  cost  of  same  must  be  paid  by  the  visitor  to  the 
matron  on  the  s3.me  day. 

I I.  Wine  and  spirits,  allowed  only  by  doctor's  orders,  and 
must  be  giVen  into  the  Matron's  charge.

Ix  presenting  the  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  David  L. 
Jacobs  Holiday  House,  the  Committee  feel  that  by  the  steady 
increase  year  by  year  in  the  number  of  visitors  availing  them- 
selves of  the  benefits  of  the  Home,  that  it  has  fully  realised  the 
expectations  of  its  Founder. 

The  primary  object  of  the  establishment  of  this  Holiday 
House  was  to  give  members  of  working  girls'  clubs  the  means 
of  obtaining  a  holiday  together,  under  the  care  and  guidance 
of  their  own  managers.  That  this  idea  has  been  successful  is 
proved  by  the  fact  that  so  many  clubs  have  applied  for 
admission  during  the  summer  vacation  months,  that  the 
Committee  have  been  reluctantly  compelled  to  refuse  some  of 
these  applications.  During  July,  August  and  September,  girls 
from  the  Beatrice,  Butler  Street,  Killnirn  and  North  London 
Clubs,  and  in  addition  to  these,  .'50  apprentices  of  the  Jewish 
Board  of  Guardians,  made  a  stay  of  a  fortnight. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the  house  has  been  well 
utilised  by  overworked  women,  and  ihose  retjuiring  to  escaue 
their  unhealthy  surroundings  during  the  winter.  All  these 
have  derived  great  benefit  from  the  pure  sea  air.  We  regret 
we  have  not  been  able  to  accommodate  any  children  from  the 
Invalid  Children's  Aid  Association,  as  we  could  not  see  our 
way  to  reduce  the  charge  of  7/-  per  head,  having  regard  to 
the  fact  that  we  must  engage  a  special  attendant  to  look  after 
them. 

The  total  number  of  visitors  during  the  whole  yeai' was  "JoS, 
as  against  '22')  for  the  previous  year.  'J2  individual  visitors 
were  refused  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  house  w;is  fully 
occupied  at  the  time  they  wi.shed  to  go. 

In  conse<juence  i,i  the  heavy  strain  on  the  financial  resources 
oi  the  institution,  causetl  l»y  th4;  nece.s.sity  of  re  decorating 
the  interior  of  [tart  of  the  building,  Mr.s  Irwell  has  very 
graciouslv  promised  to  pay  half  <»f  the  builder's  bill.
